THE EVIL EYE IN CONGRESS. 


Ben Butiler’s New Tactics and Their 
Advantages. 
(From the Chicago Tribune.] 

Hop. Garrett Davis, the veverapie Senator 
from Kentucky, has made mavy spéecics in 
the United States Senate. Indeed, it would 
be difficult to nume the Sepator who has fa- 
vored that body with more hours of solid 
verbiage tban Mr. Dayis. Bat itis probably 
sefe to ray that never, iv all his long career of 
copiousur sé, has Mr, Davis been subjected 'o 
suck au iudiguity as that reported iu our tel- 
egrapbic columns yesterday. Never until now 
have the enemies of the Ken:ucky orator 
brought upa griffin (9 stare bitm out of coun- 
tepance. Andit is due to the Senate to say 
that the indignity came entirely from without 
that cignified body, the apparition of the oc- 
casion beipg an interloping member from the 
other ena ef the Capitol. Indeed, when we 
say it was Butier himsel(, we avoid the neces- 
sity of any further hint as to the aggravatiug 
character of Pe visitation. 

Mr. Davis had fe: 
speech "7 t proscriptive legislation 
pro by M and others for the 
further Pa MoM of the South. He must 
have been speakivg with more unction than 
usual, for the telegra reparts thet thorg 
were other Senators in the Chamber—a phe- 
nomenon not usually accompanying Mr. 
Davis’ disseriations on the state of the Union. 
Warmed by this fact, Mr. Davis, haviog men- 
tioned, in his quiet aud reserved muuner, 
that the late Edwin M. Stanton should have 
been hung a huodred times, and put in the 

nitentiary ten thousand tiaes for his maui 

old crimes, was proceeding to denounce the 
ccounianie who tramp up fictitious charges of 
Kukluxery for the purpose of packing the 
Senate with members of their party, when the 
malicious glance of the eyil eye near him so 
disconucerted the speaker that he, not know- 
‘Ing the causé of his distraction, turned nerg- 
ously toward the seat ofa kindly neighbor, 
hurmap, of Ohio, whom he found suddenly 
transformed, #3 it were, into the Arch Kua- 
klux himself!

| thought advisable, bowever, at this juncture,

duced to leave the scene. But the aged vic- 
; tum was so prostrated by the rencontre that

The couvepicuous feature of this episode is, 
not the discomfiture of an octogenarian, 
whose garrulc usness had long beeu quieiy 
endured by the Senate in deference to his 
hoary locks, nor yet the invasion by the tru- 
culent member from Essex of a seat which he 
was not evtitied to occupy during the session 
of the Senate; but the noticeable thing is 
the development by Gen. Butler of a newaa 
terrible mode of attack, which eclipses the 
Dutch Gap Canal and the powder ships of 
Fort Fisher as completely as no 5 devices 
ec:ipsed all other modern modes of warfare. 

t is the tactics of oking his na out 
of countenance, For this mode of wartare, 
General Butler possesses alvantages not 

equaled by pee member of either house of 

ongress. In addition to a face of ‘tri Ane 
brass,’’ be has optical advantages especial) 
calculated for this sort of vastness. 
He possesses a versatility of vision, so to 
speak, with which no aptagonist can 
successfully compcte. For, while 
they must stareat him from the front only, 
Butler can send out one eye for a diversion u 
front, at the same time throwing the other 
around asa flanker, thereby enfilafling the 
glance of the enemy with terrible effec. We 
are satisfied, since Butier’s defeatin the at- 
tack on Speaker Blaine, ani re- 
peated discomfitures by Bingham, Faras- 
worth awd others, in former days, that 
this new device is Ben's besthoid. For 
words are but empty thiogs, after all, 
and otbers have goud coutrol of them as well 
as be of the deadly glance But none of them 
could, if he would, or would if he could, look 
as Butler does. T he staring tactics may also 

yracticed in the Seuate, where Ben has no 
right to wag his shrewish tongue, and where 
tbe member-, being many of them old men, 
can be overcome the more ea:ily by this mode 
of assault. In short, it 1s, as the miners say, 
a “good thing,” and its proprietor will doubt- 
less work it for all itis worth

Outside of Paria itself there-can be but 
one opinion as to the lesson that is taught 
by the recent events before and within 
that city.

We shall not be surprised if 
mm a day or two the veracious telegraph 
shall begin to tell us wonderful stories 
about German intrigue and pressure de- 
signed to bring about collisions between 
the Thiers Government and Paris. In 
fact, we leok for just such apologies. But 
nobody will believe them. They will be 
demonstrably mendacious from first to 
last, as could be shown if it were neces- 
sary. Besides, if true, they could afford 
no sort of excuse or palliation for the 
French. The weakness that could be 
prompted to such deeds is more hopelessly 
despicable than the depravity that would 
voluntarily undertake them, and is not less 
wicked. The whole proceeding has been, 
in every point of view, inexcusable, dis- 
astrous and horrible beyond expression. 

From premises so plain and free from 
ambiguity but one practical political con- 
clusion can be drawn. Not alone the or- 
der-loving peasant of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, but the meanest peasant of Bretagne 
or Poiton,can read the moral. For more 
than two generations the triends and well- 
wishers of France in other lands have 
apologized for her tailures and hoped for 
her regeneration. They have argued that 
the revolutions through which the pation 
was passing would educate her for self- 
government. It was vain to point them 
to Mexico, and insist that whether revolu- 
tions are a hopetul sign or not depends on 
the causes that produce thom. In them- 
selves, they are no more an educational 
agency than a flood or an earthquake. 


Unless certain great creative spiritual 
forces lie under them and rise up through 
and by them, they are signs and processes 
of death, not of life. The horrors of the 
first revolution were attributed by op- 
timists to frenzy wrought by centuries of 
oppression. It was said that the Bour- 
bons. had transformed the people into 
beasts, and that these had only turned to 


rend them; and we were all fain to believe 
this. But if, alter three generations of 
Frenchmen have ‘been educated in the 
vaunted school of revolution, snd after the 
Bourbon regime has sunk into a dim and 
fading tradition, the French still butcher 
one another without cause and in the name 
ot liberty, how many ages will it be until 
they will be capable of tounding a stable, 
secure and beneficent republic? 

Every shot fired at Paris on Monday 
and Tuesday was an eloqnent defense of 
Louis NAPOLEON, and a plea for his re- 
turn. How else can the French be gov- 
erned but as he governed them? Did 
he not accord them the largest measure of 
liberty they were capable of enjoying? It 
begins to appear that he did. He 1s 
charged with haying neglected to educate 
the nation; but we have read history to 
little advantage if political rulers can ever 
The 
reverse is rather the tact; the race edu- 
cates its rulers and makes them what they 
are. Our readers, and we with them, will 
look with intense interest for the news in 
our dispatches this morning and tor many 
days to come. It is difficult to tell what 
the next political move in France 
will be; but it seems to us 
that it must be to a greater 
or less degree, and more or less openly, in 
tavor oi the exiled Emperor. McManon, 
who is reported as bis devoted friend, is 
now in command of éhe Versailles army. 
While the wounded Marshal was a pris- 
oner mn the hands of the Prussians, the 
attentions of the Emperorto him were 
persistent and touching. The two illus- 
trious prisoners occupied for some weeks 
the same quarters, and their personal rela- 
tions were of the most intimate and fra- 
ternal character. With the Republic 
destroyed, there is but one thing that 
McManon can do; and, though there are 
many difficultiesin the way, it seems as if, 
sooner or later, and however reluctantly, 
France must call back the dethroned Em- 
peror. 

To understand how thoroughly dead the 
republic is, we must remember that Paris 
is by far the most enlightened and pro- 
*cressive part of France. If the Parisians 
are incapable of self-government, the rest 
of the nation, except Marseilles and Ly- 
ons, does not ‘even desire it. An over- 
whelming majority of the people are still 
short of the point at which a republic be- 
comes ap object of desire,and all of them are 
far short of the point at which it becomes 
practicable. THrers and the Assembly 
may call themselves what they choose, and 
they may retain power as long as the bal- 
apcing of opposite influences will allow 
them to do so; but the French republic is 
dead. What we have said before we can 
repeat with renewed emphasis now. Lay- 
ing aside dreams apd coming to the sober 
realities of practical politics, we fear that 
maby ages must yet pass away before the 


he walind om ae educations of the race 


universal republic will be an accomplished 
and existing fact. 


The Approachipg Lines of Battle. 

As we draw closer to the Presidential 
campaign of next year the aims and plans 
of the Republican leaders begin to be re- 
vealed tous. It is their design to pick 
their own ground, and, as they are in 
power, they possess advantages for doing 
so. The speech of Mr. Morton gives us 
some valuable hints. It shows that the 
Kukiux bill was intended not only to 
furnish ready, though hackneyed, election- 
ecring material for current use, but to lay 
a train of legislation which will force 
iscuthern affairs to the front and keep 
them there to the exclusion of such topics 
as San Domingo, civil service retorm, free 
trade, the national finances and so on. All 
along the Radicals have charged the Dem- 


womb of reconstruction. But here we 
is the Administration which does not 
paring to make its agitation the basis ot 


Kuklux bill being simply an entering 
wedge. 

The Democratic desders may as well 
prepare for this issue, and, as it is one 
trom which they have not shrunk hitherto, 
the point to be settled relates rather to 
details than to the question at large.

Democratic party to meet these bold 
statements with denial or affirmation; for 
it is obviously unsafe, as well as wicked 
and corrupt, to dodge or prevaricate in 
matters of party management. Is it the 
mtention of the Democratic party when 


Mr. Morton knows very well that the 
expunging of the Fifteenth amendment 
would not abolish segro suffrage, which 
exists in most of the States by 4 local, 
constitutional tenure. As to the payment 
of slaveowners and the pensioning of 
Confederates, it is to be observed that 
many things in this world may be ab- 
stractly nght which are practically impos- 
sible, and that the wrong of wresting 
property from citizens without payment 
and the unfairness of taxing the whole 
people to pay pensions only toa part of 
the people are among the penalties set 
upon failure. The South did not succeed 
in her fight tor independence. The loss 
of the cause involved the loss of the ma- 
terial invested in it. A new revolution 
might alter the surface of our political 
affairs, But even that would hardly be 
able to reach and reimburse the individ- 
uals who were affected by the last 
revolution. As tar as the Union 1s con- 


t on terms equitable at common 
law or within the spirit of that justice be-, 
tween man und man which ought to pre- 
vail, but unfortunately does not, in state 
affairs. The people of the South ask 
nothing, they expect nothing, but their 
liberties. They want to be left free to. 
govern themselves, under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, just as the peo- 
ple of the North govern themselves. They 
are ready and willing to give up every-~ 
thing for the boon of freedom, for the right 
to the pursuit of prosperity and happiness, 
and they make no doubt vu! velug able to 


intolerable burdens put upon them by the 
General Government. 

The Democratic party is willing to give 
negro suffrage a fair trial Mr. Morton 
construes this to mcan that the Democrats 
are willing to give it a tai trial if the 
negroes yote Democratic. But this ts not 
a fair way to put it. Leave suffrage alone 
to work out its own destiny. Hitherto it 
has had no trial at all. It came to the 
negro, like his treedom, without any effort 
op his part. It costs him nothing at the 
start, and it has cost him nothing since; 
tor he has been protected and drilled in it 
by a sort of military process at variance 
with all tree government. There has been 
nothing to overcome, and, therefore, no 
real test or discipline. The test is to let 
him shift for himself. Having his freedom 
and the ballot, he ought to beable to make 
his way. It he makes his way into the 
Democratic party, why not? If the Dem- 
ocratic party controls him, where is the 
danger? This is just what the Republicans 
proiess.to have desired, to put the negro 
on speaking terms with the state. They 
have constantly charged the Democratic 
party with hating and -persecuting the ne- 
gro. But if the negro and the Democratic 
party: find it mutually profitable to work 
together, this objection will be removed. 
At all events the question should be left 
tree of bayonets to settle itself. This is 
the only conclusive test. Meanwhile the 
Democratic party, which 1s not responsi- 
ble for the experiment, holds itself aloot 
irom its consequences, urging its wish to 
cee justice done in the premises. 

This, it seems to us, is the only repub- 
lican method of disposing of it. Any other 
implies force, which is unrepublican. If 
the problem cannot work itself out peace- 
ably it bodes evil to the state, and Mr. 
Morton and bis associates will be alone 
responsible. 

There must come a time when war pas- 
sions will play no part in our national 
affairs, 11 ever there 1s to come a time when 
we have a sure and lasting peace. Who is 
responsible fgr the introduction of these 
war passions into the present web of pub- 
he affairs? The Republicans undoubtedly, 
whe herve arranged this Kuklux business 
for the purpose. It the argument is good 
in 1872, it will be equally good, or better, 
in 1876, and so we shall go on forever 
fighting our battles over at the call of sel- 
fish demagogues, who have no real passion 
except the passion for power, which they 
feed at the expense of the people.

Wm, H. Kentzel was called on the part of 
the prosecution, and questioned first by Alex- 
ander Campbell.

THE KUKLUX BILL. 

WASHINGTON, April 6-—-The Kukiux question 
has to-day epproached such a solution as to lead 
to the belief thata final adjournment of Con- 
gress can be effected by the 10th Init. The Sen- 
ate passed its resolution directing the Judiciary 
Commiuitee to report a Kuklax bili forthwith, 
anticipating action. it is said that ea 
majority of the Republican members of the com- 
mittee bave informally agreed on one which they 
will report to-morrow, or Friday. The House will 
not reach a vote on iis bill before Friday. It 
was materially modified to-day by 
the £&u m'ssion «J a étubstitute which 
strikes out the martial law feature. Nev« 
ertbeies’, the bill is very stringent es it stands, 
and gives the President power to call on the 
military of a State without waiting for a requisi- 
tion from a Governor or State Legislature. The 
Republicans are so divided on the various por- 
tions of the measure that tt is quite impossible 
to predict what kind of a bill will be passed. 


THE SAN DOMINGO REPORT. 

The Santo Domiggo rtport was Gaaliy sub- 
mitted to Congress late (hia c ve ning, accompanied 
by the Pre:ident’s special message. Only the 
ja‘ter was read, but the report was submitied tn 
pemphiet form. In the House it was ordered to 
be printed, and nothing said about it in debate, 
but inthe Senate the Administration Senators 
got into a fearful wrangle in ap effort to prevent 
the opponente of Sanio Domingo from 
debating it. This was cansed by the 
di-covery that Schurz and Sumner had 
beem re-enforced by Morrill, of Vermont, 
who hada long spsech prepared against annex- 
ation. Finally it was agreed that on Friday 
Morrill should have the floor for his speech. 
The President originally had a recommendation 
in bis message for an appropriation of $150,000 
for the Bay of Samana lease; bul, on adivice,fit 
was omitied on the ground that it would reopen 
the discussion, and result in a defeat of the re- 
quret, especially in the House.

The Repubdiloan side spplauded this. Swann 
te: tified to his own record as an official and boast- 
ed that,unlike Butler, he had handled millions 
without stealing even aspoon, The Democrats 
applauded this. Butler returned the fire by 
accusing Swann with having burned Catholic 
churches, di-frapebised the Irish and then turn- 
ing around at a later day and cultivating the 
lat‘er’s vote, While Butler was speaking, Swann 
Started for the loobyto geta drink of water. 
Bu ler po gting bis finger at bim said, **There be 
goes now, afier vomiting all his filth on me.’’ 
Both sides kept it up in ibis veia for halfan hour 
Old members say that for gross pérsonalities 
Butler has never, been paralleled in all the dis 
graceful scenes in Congress. 

LOCKS FOR STEAM VESSELS.

United States on steam vessels in all cases where 
they are required for new vessels, or where 
ttcee locks pow io use have become damaged or 
worthless, as s00n as the supply of other locks 
for which the Depar:ment now stands charged, 
thall bave been exhausied. 

THE CHOCTAW BONDS. 

The appropriation of §250,000 in bonds to com- 
peD-ate the Choctaw Naticn for lands taken 
trom them In the State of Mississippi is claimed 
by balf a dozen different parties, who represent 
that they are tbe only legal sgents of the Choc- 
tans. The question arisés,and is now under 
cousideration tn the office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, te whom shall the bonds be delivered?
